Fhristian Science serves liim a clou- 
hle purpose, that of making a dispar­ 
aging comparison, and of call’ng at­ 
tention to the new movement to in­ 
clude the healing of the sick, (dc., 
in the ministerial duties of their iias- 
tors. 
His conclusion that in the doctrine 
of Christian Science “They have only 
grasped a half truth” reminds us of 
our Savior's teachings and promise: 
“Ye shall know the Truth, and the 
Truth shall make y ou free.” 
The umleniahle fact, the fruit of 
Cliristian Science in tlu 
adherents, 
is 
a 
manifestaHon 
of 
Trillh’s power ovm* sin and its effects 
in mortal experience. 
T.hcreforc, it 
is illogical to assume the cause of 
this freedom to he a half Truth. 
For example, if a student under­ 
stood mathematics sufficiently "o eoin-j 
prebend ilial one is a whole n inihi'r, 
and two plus two ('(pials four. 1 h‘ 
would still lack a great d(*al of know­ 
ing the whole of mathmnatics. 
Nev­ 
ertheless, what he does understand 
in a degree is a whole Trutli, not a 
half trutli; olluu-wise it rvoukl not 
afford a correct conclusion. 
The doctriiT^' of Christian Science 
in its revelation of God and its law 
enables the Christian 
Scientist 
to 
“Acquaint himself with God and lie at 
peace” through its application of his 
good law to hrman affairs. Tim pr<*s- 
cnt progress upon their part in over­ 
coming sill and its cons(‘quent results 
is jilainly api'arent in their belter 
health and morals. 
Therefore, this negative staiemoiit 
of Bishop At will’s is not an aclsiiowl- 
edgement of Christian Science heal­ 
ing, as it might appear, hut '•ither a 
criticism or denial of its fundamental 
basis, namely a denionstralile tiuth. 
In his reference to their “giasping 
only a 
half truth” he adds:
